and prices are better. But it iH an 
indisputiible fact that thia improvoinent 
is in tiie main attributable to the 
expenditure uf federal tnonoya within the 
province. The large sums required in 
railiviiy construction have' exerted a favor- 
able intluence and placed some within 
reach of a curaputency. But has anyone 
retlcctud Lliat much of this prcsperity ia 
eriiticial and temporary I and that unless 
apeedy and effective meaaurea are taken 
to make'.iV permanent, it will prove as 
fleeting as the caime that gave it birthi 
Wliat could bo more discouraging than 
the apL'CtacIo presented by the arrival of 
each steamer from California with crowds 
of iniinlgrauta for the Pugot Sound 
country v/liile scarcely any are brought 
fur lliia province. One roads of inimi- 
yr.inta pouring into Manitoba and the 
iN'orthwest by thuusands; of swarms of 
peoplu settling on the western prairies; of 
iminii;runt stuamahipa making trips every 
the (lays between San Francisco and 
i'ortland; of paniphlota and magazines 
and newspapers and books and maps, de- 
scriptive of the resources of those coun- 
tries printed in every tongue and circula- 
ted throughout every civilized country. 
But whii ever heard of a steamorload of 
ininii;^rfliits arriving to settle in thia Iiigh- 
ly favurod province, which has a better 
climate and more varied resources tiian 
any of thu countries that aro now tilling 
up so rapidly through the exertions of 
their governmentB andpeople. Thiaalnne, 
of all th" r>r'--inces, but for federal ex- 
penditure within its borders, would bo 
alniDst at a standstill. There would be 
no improvement if it were not for rail- 
way construction; and what will the con- 
dition of atTiirs bo when the expendiiure 
ounsequent upon that construction nhall 
have coiiaed? Has any one reflected that 
unless sumo! advantage is takeh'^bf theim'r 
proved btiite of the conntry a coUapso at 
the end of four cr five years will bo inev- 
itable? It lies within the power of the 
new government to avert so great a dinn'^- 
ter and to make i resent prosperity la.sting 
by adopting/means to attract and retain 
within the province a constant stream of 
immigrants from eastern Canada and 
Euro[:o. Those -.immiorants aro wanted 
to .settle upon and liil tlio lands to, 
work in the mines and to supplant Chinese 
labor on the railway. Every year there 
is voted iu the estimates at Ottawa a very 
large'Sum-fur-the promotion of immigra- 
tion. . All: the oruvin.cQs except British 
Columbia have -tiliared in the .benefits of 
this vote. The Dominion governmont 
has assisted the provinces cast of the 
Rocky Slnuntain.i r'> nitract immigration 
to their borders. Those provinces have 
benenttid and are benefitting .greatly in 
consequence, and when expenditure on 
accolint of the railway shall have ceased 
the country will have become so powerful 
and rich that the withdraij^al of fwf—wil 
money will be scarcely noticeAr-''* 
ernments of thoae pn '.

of thii .,^"11100 is that there is bad blood 
betwoo .""^ ..y.^id the Ottawa government; 
and, ufih Viiiiately, the late government 
here, instead of endeavoring to improve 
relations, ke|jt ulive unworthy prejudice* 
and fanned tlamos cif discord and distrust 
that ought to have died out years ago. 
Tlierefore to day the country tinds itaolf 
indebted iilinnat solely to the expenditure 
of railaay money for its present prosper- 
ity. Unable themselves ..to shoul- 
der theik'eupohsibility and in the absence 
of cordial' relatiuna with Ottawa, there is 
no ininiigratioii policy and Chinoao are 
quiutly possessing themselves of farming 
and miiierul lands. In consequence of 
the refn.s'al of this government to accept 
the roasimalile propusition , submitted last 
session' the Dominion .now assorts that it 
is relieved of the responsibility of build- 
ing t!ie Island railway at all. The strain- 
ed relations of Victoria with Ottawa have 
prevented the adoption of any achemo for 
the opening of the railway lands, and 
they aro bolted and barred to settlement. 
The drydock, too, has already proved an 
expensive undertaking and it appears 
from the report of Mr. Morris, engnieer- 
in chief, that instead of costing only the 
amount uf . the subsidies— $600,000— it 
will cost 8243,000 lidditional. 

There are other laattera oi vital im- 
portance to the public which depend on 

an iniprovenient of provincial relations 
with llio Ottawa governmont. Wo have 
mentioned only the most -prorainant. 
Every one is agreed that the lands should 
be thrown open; the Isl.md railway built; 
the drydoek completed "without costing 
the province a dollar;" and that white im- 
niigrunt.s sliould bo attracted to these 
allures in place of Chinese. The country 
louk.s to the new governmont to devise 
the ways and means for bringing about 
these most. desirable ends by prosenting a 
scheme to the house which will sweep 
away, at. once and for ever, tlio dilTor- 
encea tliat have heretofore caused Yic- 
toria and Ottawa to play at crosi pur- 
poses. Manitoba has just endorsed the 
Dominion policy by a two-thirds vote. 
British pulumbia should show that she 
has a proper appreciation of the situation 
and follow" Manitoba's good example.

BAZSED BT nOBBERS. 

Two Ifevada Towns Saoked a&d Five 
2£oa Uarderod. 

Cailion, Nov., Jan. 22. — The newu 
reached hero yesterday afternoon of two 
brutal tragedies in Esmorelda county. It 
is impossible to get detaila, but tho snni 
and substance of tho matter is that seven 
men were killed Friday last in the little 
towns of Gold .Mountain and yilver Peak. 
Gold Mountain is a small stage station 
about thirty miles from Candelaria and 
contains a storo and three houses. Satur- 
day afternoon tlio stage to Candelaria waa I 
intercepted by a man who crawled to the | 
road Bovorely wounded, and told tho I 
driver that four men had been killed at 
the store. He stated that some men 
rushed into the store and began firing 
shots. He was struck and rendered un- 
conscious. When he recovered conacioua- 
nesi ho found the storekeeper und clerk 
dead, and near the door two strangers, 
both shot through tho body. He thinks 
that after ho foil the fight was kept up, 
and that the storokoeper and clerk re- 
coived tltoir wounds and killed their u.h- 
sailants before dying. He loft tho place 
an soon as possible, and Gn.iUy becoming 
weak from tho loss of b!n.,<i, was obliged 
to crawl OP the ground. 

The stage drove to Gold -Mountain and 
found the bodies as described. There wore 
evidences of a fearful struggle. The men 
were lying in pools of blood, frozen stifl", 
with their weapons alongsidn of them. 
Tho stngo went on to Silver Peak, thirty 
jniloa away, and thore found tho sluru- 
koeper and his two clerks dead in the 
store, thoy having boon sliot, tho storo 
rifled of its contents and the safe gutted. 
ThoBO throe men wore tho only ones liv- 
ing at tho station, the place being patron- 
ized by tho minora in tho vicinity. It ia 
genornlly boliovod that tho Silver Peak 
robbery took place Srat and that tho rob- 
bers made across tho country on horao- 
baok and made the second raid. It if 
said that during the past week five armed, 
well mounted msi\ wore seen in tho vicin- 
ity of Candolaria. \i thr.t point there is 
intoQso feeling over the affair, and armed 
men arc scouring tha country in pursuit 
of the desperadoes, and it is thought that 
they will not escape.

THE METLAKAHTLA WAR. 

Graphic Account of Recent 
Events. 



Vk toria, January 31, 1883. 

To iHK EoiToiv: I hope the following 
account, from an authentic source, con- 
cerning the troubles 'at Motlakahtla, al- 
though in part (dd news, may not bo un- 
aecupt.ablo to your readers, as filling up 
some blanks. Though it is taken almost 
verbatim from a letter which 1 have re- 
ceived, I have notusedmarks of ijuotation 
aa I found it necessary, iu parts, to usu 
abbreviation. 

Ono good has already resulted from tho 
ru|it;:ro »ilh the society. Tho Indiana 
aie beginning to hu mure aelf-reliant. On 
Christmas day they collected $109 87i, 
and propose to have another collection 
soon. In addition to this they have col- 
lected about $300 for — and are going to 
work gratuitously to .btiild ^ sbhool huuso 
and village hall. If the weather permits 
thore will be a lively scene here in a few 
daj's; upward.s oi 200 mor at work upon 
a building P.'O feet by bO foot. 

On New Year's day the various bodies 
<if men — council, constables, oldurs fire 
brigade, headed by . the brass band, two 
hundred strong — marched in procession 
to tho church, and aftoi a short service 
and address and aojno ceremonies of trans- 
feriiiig and enrolling menibeis. went 
alowly round the village, and witli their 
banners and badges looked quite impos- 
ing. They finished otl' in their usual way 
by forming n circle and giving three 
cheers for the Queen and Metlakahtla. 

Dr. Powell having informed tho In- 
dians that thoy mii^t give up tho school 
house to tho biahiip, or be punished by 
law, and that the school iiouse was to be 
uN(!d " for tho purposes already sanction- 
ed;" they replied that tho Bchuul house 
was not built, or used, or sanctionod aa a 
rirtii church — which was the use to Which 
tho bishop had declared ho (the bishop) 
intended to put it. They wore with great 
rlilliculty prevented from pulling down 
tho school houao and removing tho ma- 
terial thoroof to tho society's ground. 

It was reported among the Indians that 
the bishop, with one of his staff, waa 
Watching tho school house, and that oarlv 
in tho morning he was soon leaving tho 
school with a gun, covered up, in his 
hand. Mr. Duncan wrote to the bishop 
to ask if thi.i wore true, pointing out tho 
impropriety and danger of carrying firo- 
arins during tho present state of -the pub- 
lic mind, thus provoking the Indians to 
arm too, and tending to consoquoncos 
which ho (Mr. D.) might have no power 
10 prevent. The statement, it appears, 
has not boon contradicted. 

On tho 29ih November hundreds of 
Indians and boys began to move all tho 
Btoro goods into Indian houses, and af- 
terwards took down first tho store, and 
then the market house. While this was 
going on the bishop and ono of his staff 
came cuit and vitad thu riot act. The In- 
dian.s tnok no notice, but kept their tem- 
per, said nothing and went on steadily 
with their work. 

On the 20th Docombor the new build- 
ing for tliQ store was so far finished as to 
bo fit for use, and a co oporativo storo 
waa conunenced on tho reserve. These 
facta, permit me to observe, aro enough 
to show that tlio Indiana acted, not like 
thatluring apes, but rather like busy 
bees. 

Tho story of the drum is given as fol- 
lows: It sooma that a party of about ton 
of the young men ngrood to buy a drum 
and subscribed fur it last autumn and got 
it; but soma did not pay up thoir sub- 
scription at the time, intending, however, 
to do eo on thoir return homo for tho 
Christinas festival. In the meantime ono 
of tho party sold tho drum to tho bishop's 
party. The bishop was written to in or- 
der that he might try the case and order 
tho restoration of the drum in case ho 
should find that it had been unlawfully 
sold, 'J'ho bishop seemed willing, but 
put of}' the case; the owners meanwhile 
|iroto3ting against tha'drum being used. 
Though ample time was allowed, the case 
was never called, until at last a boy ap- 
peared in tho road with the drum, and 
two of tho owners, instantly Heized it. 
Tho next morning the bishop issued a 
ic(ina)i( of arred for the two young mon 
who had taken tho drum from tho boy; 
and on thoir being brought before him he 
committed them to prison without Mami- 
j[(dioii, or oven calling a witness. '1 ho 
(larrant purported to commit tho poor 
fellows to prison till tho Vind of January 
1833, and they wore locked up. 

Tho Indians held a meeting and agreed 
to demand that tho young men should be 
examined or hnUrd —lutd tliat if their de- 
mand was refused, thoy would go and 
open the prison door and let tho young 
men out. 

Accordingly thoy wont to tho bishop, 
and ho was mot on the road near tho 
[)n3on. Legale addressed him respect- 
fully and asked if he would not try the 
young men at once. Instead of listening 
or lui.swenng, ho immediately atruck Le- 
gale and put himself in the attitude of 
figliting. Under ordinary circumstances, 
and with some men, .nays the writer, ho 
would have found himself in a teirible 
row. 

As it happened, one of the young men 
who w itnessed the assault, shouted to Le- 
gale to ciliitrol liiinsolf and not retaliate; 
and Lc'gaio assured tho bishop that he 
titled nut u.ssnino such an attiludo, as ho 
was not going to fight. But it seems 
that other two or three young men got 
near tho bishop and accosted him as to 
his eiinduct, iind ho showed fight to them 
and they .struck him in return. By this 
time the Indians had collected, but two 
of tho bishop's people ran out and gof tlie 
bi.'ihop away. That night being Wednes- 
day uvoning service, it is said that tho 
bishop ("ITt red prayers for those who had 
a8.>iauitcd him. 

Mr. Duncan, unwilling, for obvious 
reasons, to issue a summons against the 
bishop, sent Lfigaic to Mr, ^all, magis- 
trate at Fort Simpeoui but be refused tn 
issue a summons. Mr. Duncan then was 
obliged to take the information himaelf 
as it would not do for tho Indiana to fool 
that thoro was no law for thorn in such a 
caso, otherwise they might be apt to take 
the law into their own hands, and that 
might bo porilons for Bishop Ridley. 

Tho letter from which tho above ae- 
count is taken, waa written before tho ar- 
rival of tho war steamer, aud by some 
mischance only roachod me this aftor- 
uoon, so that I am not able to toll you 
why Legale was fined, and tho apparently 
yreatcr offender of the two lot off. Should 
further accouuta reach .'me, ~I hope to 
write to you again. 

Ia it not surpriging that while Mr. 
Duncan has more than anticipated iu hia 
plans for the regulation of tho natives, 
the slow provisions of tljp law, there io 
uii tividcnt rcluctanca in C6ital)i quarters 
to acknowledge tho benefit, or to deal im- 
partially with those who are fighting to 
turn the bleaaiug into 4 curse ] I sin- 
cttrely bope that the gov* rqor g«neral, 



who n;hen here, spoke so tmphatically 
about fostering industries among the na- 
tives, will not ignuro what has boon doi n 
at Motlakahtla, ur allow occlesiaatii al 
ambition, huwevor pottud .and backed up, 
to sow any longer tUiL.sijeds of discord 
among this bitherl^ peaceful commun- 
ity. • • . t«6 4 ^ ••: *: .
